wliiuh hia name was engraved. 


Tho car was running from the mter- 


6tate fair and was crowded witli people. 
Chandler, O'Brien, Hare and a number 
of others were standing on the front 
platform behind the uiotormen. AB the 
wheels of the car struck the east cross- 
ing of North Second street the axle on 
the front truck broke near the right 
wheel. The car 
left tho track nnd 


plunged along off tho track for a rod 
and then fell on its left Bidu. 


Chandler, who waa standing on the 


stepB, fell underneath and the heavy 
wood and iron work of the car struck 
him full in tho face, crushing out hia 
life and leaving his head a Hhapeleeu 
niasa. O'Brien went down in the strug- 
flling imiHfl of humanity with the iron I 
roof of a car fastened down upon his leg, 
teariiiir the flesh and horribly mangling 
the calf.
